Prof. Charles E. Rugh, of the De- 
partment of Education’ of the Uni- 
versity of California, was the prin- 
cipal speaker Moftiday ‘afternoon at 
the second local institute of teachers 
of the Chaffey and Chino districts;

tended by instructors from Ontario, 
Chino, Upland, Cucamonga, Central, 
Alta Loma, Etiwanda, Fontana, Camp 
Baldy; Mountain View and Pied- 
mont.

Unconscious since the Thanksgiv- 
ing Day crash between an automo- 
bile and a Los Angeles-San Bernar- 
dino Pacific Electric train, Mrs. Lola 
‘Croxen, of Pomona, died at the Po- 
mona Valley Hospital on Friday. 
She was the accident’s second vic- 
tim, 

Possibly the saddest feature of

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Speeding To Jail 


HE jails are filled with repentant speed- 
ers and the judges are filled with 

severity and high resolve. 

Their sudden campaign of jail sentences 
will be of real benefit, if 

There is a big ‘‘IF.’’ 

Time and experience have rendered the well- 
meaning autoist somewhat skeptical. 

Almost every new Chief of Police and every 
new police judge makes a firm resolve to 
discipline the man-killing speeders. The streets 
are then filled with policemen, sleuthing 
around in the most approved: fashion. Startled 
motorists find themselves on the way to jail 
for infractions of ordinances they did not 
know were on the statute books. The traffic 
laws suddenly seem to expand to Gargantuan 
and terrifie proportions. Every night that 
he finds himself safely back in the old family 
garage without being arrested is a matter for 
devotional gratitude. 

Then, after a week or two, the police and 
the courts seem to. get tired of it. The son of 
Mr. So-and-So, who knows Councilman So- 
and-So, is allowed to go with a warning and 
somebody who collected so much money for 
the last police benefit can’t be thrown into 
the dungeons without embarrassment. And 
it’s all off aghin. The speed toys go tearing 
up and down the asphait again as of old. 

Unless they are followed up with a per- 
manent course of jail sentences and with an 
automatic loss of license at the second or 
third offense these crusades are only silly and 
hysterical. 

There was, for instance, just as much reason 

for jailing speed offenders the day before 
Mrs. Michael Connell was killed as the day 
afterward. , 
‘ Also there should be some standardization 
of the speed laws. When you pass through 
Eagle Rock you are arrested for going over 
fifteen miles; in Glendale they will let yous 
slide into twenty. 

Perhaps the most serious obstacle to the 
enforcement of the speed laws is the subtle 
difference between the letter of the law and 
rule of tacit consent. In the city the law 
says you will be arrested if you go faster 
than twenty miles an ‘hour. The policeman 
on the beat usually says he will not arrest 
you until you go twenty-five. Which is the 
real traffic law? - 

If twenty miles isn’t the right speed, the 
letter of the law should be changed to a 
practical, workable, experienced figure. Then 
it should be literally and relentlessly enforced. 

As it is now no motorist ean be sure what 
the actual police-preseribed speed limit is from 
day to day. It seems largely to be a matter 
of inspiration —L. A. Times.

HE United States Forestry Service is 
inaugurating an, educational campaign 

‘against forest. fires, which it is hoped 

will be taken up by every school in the 
country and participated in by an army of 
22,000:000 school children. 

The necessity of some such coampaign is evi- 
denced by the fact that 33,000 forest fires 
occur annually of wifich over 60% are caused 
by human carelessness. These fires destroy 
$17,000,000 of wealth. They burn over 7,500,- 
000 acres, an area greater than Massachusettts, 
Connecticut, New Hampshire and Rhode Island 
combined. The destruction annually of this 
vast amount of timber is reflected in the in- 
creasing price of lumber, which enters into 
the manufacture of furniture and all wood 
produets, into the building material of the 
country, and into other industries.

America Should Control Her Own 
Ocean Carriers 


HE principal fact is the need of the 
TI merchant marine. Many well-meaning 

citizens wave the subject aside by say- 

ing, ‘‘ Well, if Americans can’t operate 
ships as cheaply as foreigners, let the foreign- 
ers have the business.’’ But the subject can 
not be waved aside in this manner, The 
carrying of freight is only one of the duties 
of a merchant marine ‘and in certain emer- 
gencies this duty becomes negligible, when the 
safety of the nation’ may depend upon the 
possession of American ships, with trained 
American crews. Private interest in the 
merchant marine is necessary and desirable, 
but there is also a governmental or popular 
interest which is paramount and which must 
have its will, whether private interests like 
it or not. : 

If there were no railroads it. would be 
necessary to build them for the national safety, 
as was fully demonstrated during 1917 and 
1918. War ean not be waged at home or 
abroad without railroads; and unless the 
United States is in a position to wage war 
both at home and abroad, it will be merely 
a fat goose ready for the plucking. Ships 
transform the seas into special American high- 
ways, valuable for commerce in time of peace 
and pathways to victory in time of war. With- 
out ships, the seas belong to the enemy, even 
up to the ports. The Atlantic and he Pacific 
are a part of the United States when this 
country has shipping; but without shipping, 
the United States shrinks to its continental 
size and is the prey of the power that holds 
the seas. 

The vital interest of the people in the mer- 
chant marine is such that the government ean 
not escape the duty of providing an adequate 
fleet. The manner in which this shall be done 
is in the diseretion of Congress and the Presi- 
dent. Government ownership and operation 
of the fleet is unwise and extravagant. The 
alternative is government aid and assistance 
to private enterprise, always providing that 
the ships shall be at the service of the nation, 
properly manned with trained crews, in case 


of need.—Washington Post.

Construction of 5000 standard re- 
frigerator cars for delivery early in 
1923 at an estimated cost of $15,000,- 
0C0 is being arranged by the Pacific 
Fruit Express Company, according to 


announcement recently by C. M. 
Secrist, vice-president and general 
manager of the company. The com- 
pany is also arranging for the con- 
struction of 300 fifty-foot refrigerator 
cars equipped for passenger train 
service. These 300 cars, of steel con- 
struction and designed for high speed 
service, will cost an additional $1,- 
750,000. 

The 5000 standard refrigerator cars 
are in addition to the 3,300 new cars 
being built by the company. There 
are 1,600 cars yet to be delivered on 
the 3,300 order, and these, with the 
new lot of 5,000 to be built, will give 
the Pacific Fruit. Express 6,500 new 
standard refrigerator cars for 1923 
business. i 

Commenting on the new refriger- 
ator car construction, officials of the 
Southern Pacific Company, which 
owns a half interest in the Pacific 
Fruit Express, point out that the 
large increase in the latter com- 
pany’s equipment should counteract 
a repetition of the conditions which 
caused a car shortage this year. The 
main reasons for the refrigerator car 
shortage this year was the difficulty 
in getting cars back from the east 
to Southern Pacific rails, the coal 
and irailroad strikes having slowed 
up the normal movement of empties 
to the west. The peak demand for 
refrigerator cars usually varies in 
different: sections of the country, but 
this year every section had a peak 
load -at the same time,, which made 
the situation still more difficult to 
handle. 

The new cars will give the Pacific 
Fruit. Express a total of between 28,- 
#00 and 29,000 cars to, be used ex- 
clusively for- the fruit and vegetable 
business originating in the states of 
‘California, Oregon, Washington, 
Idaho, Utah, Colorado, Arizona, Texas 
and Louisiana on the lines of the 
Southern Pacific and Union Pacific’ 
joint owners of the Pacific Fruit 
Express Company. 

The Pacific Fruit Express Com- 
pany’s refrigerator car equipment, 
with the 5,000 new standard cars, will 
have been increased 12,300 cars since 
the period of government control, 
and at an approximate cost of $37, 
000,000. In addition to this tre- 
mendous expenditure for standard 
cars, and the $1, 750,000 for the 300 
cars for use in passenger train ser- 
vice, several million dollars have 
been expended by the company for 
new and improved: icing facilities, 
hav® been made necessary, according 
to Secrist, by the very rapid growth 
of fruit and vegetable business in the 
territory served by this company. 

The Pacific Fruit Express has been 
furnishing refrigerator cars to the 
Western Pacific to handle that com- 
pany’s perishable business. Next year 
these cars will be released to South- 
ern Pacific and Union Pacific ship- 
pers, which will give them the bene- 
fit of several thousand additional 
cars. With this equipment and the 
new cars to be built the Pacific Fruit 
Express should be placed in position 
to meet its full requirements. 

This is the second big railroad 
equipment program announced in the 
west this month, the Southern Pa- 
cific earlier in the month having au- 
thorized the construction of 7,000 
freight cars at a cost of more than 
$8,000,000, also for 1928 delivery. 
This order of freight cars will ma- 
terially increase the Southern Pa- 
cific’s freight car supply, now total- 
ing over 58,000 cars. 

The new standard fefrigerator cars 


ordered by the Pacific Fruit Express 


are of the very latest design and con- 
struction. They will be 40 feet long 
and 9 feet wide and Will carry 10,700 
pounds of ice in their ice bunkers. 
The floor is cork insulated with hair 
felt lining for the sides, ends and 
roof, 

The 300 Ffty-foot cars equipped for 


passenger train service will have a] 


loading capacity of 70,000 pounds, and 
will carry 12,000 pounds of ice,

IN THE SHADOW 


Arminta Plum was born August 28, 
1860, at Hagerstown, Maryland. In 
1861 she came with her parents to 
Green Castle, Pennsylvania. in the 
spring of 1875 they moved to Polo, 
Illinois, at the age of 15 years, with 
her parents and brother’s and sis- 
ter’s faniilies. Later they emigrat- 
ed by wagon to Jewel City, Jewel 
County, Kansas, and eight years af- 
ter moved to Abilene, Kansas. It 
was here that Arminta Plum was 
married to A. O. Zook, on October 
22, 1885. To this union seven chil- 
dren were born: Abbie May, Beulah 
Franklin, Upland, Cal.; H. Bruce 
Zook, Abilene, Kan.; Ruth Hoover, 
Abilene, Kan.; Orpha Z. Ledy, D. 
Geneva Zook, and Vern A. Zook, of 
Upland, Cal., all of whom remain to 
mourn their loss with their father 
except Abbie May, who died in her 
infancy. 

Sister Zook’s only sister was Alice 
Elliott, of Pueblo, Colo., who pre- 





ceded her to the glory world only’ 


fifteen days. A brother, M. W. Plum 
of Upland, aiso died five years ago, 
on November 30th. 


John H. Plum of North Yakima, 


Washington, remains as the only 
member of Sister Zook’s . father’s 
family. 


In May of 1886 at a love feast in 
South Dickinson County, Kansas, 
Sister Zook Was happily converted 
and one year later united with the 
Bretiften in Christ Church, where 
she lived ‘ati exemplary life ‘up to 
the time of her death.

In 1918 Sister Zook had a nasial 
hemorrhage .which partly impaired 
her health and from which she never 
fully recovered, but gradually fail- 
ed until August 17, 1921. The 
family left by auto for Upland, Cal., 
at this time for the purpose of hop- 
ing to regain Mrs. Zook’s health, ar- 
riving there September 4th, but 
health failed to come and gradual- 
ly failing until high blood pressure 
manifested itself, developing serious- 
ly on March 8th, when she took a 
stroke, after which her right side 
was completely paralyzed. Her con- 
dition at different times threatened 
to end her life. On October 19th, 
she took a second stroke, and on 
November 28th, at 3:30 o'clock p.m., 
she passed peacefully away at the 
home of her daughter, Mrs. Henry 
Ledy. 

During the last nine months sle 
was confined to her bed and ghe re- 
peatedly expressed a longing desire 
to go and be with Jesus, yet she 
was perfectly resigned to the sweet 
will of God and patiently suffered 
her affliction. While the tests were 
very hard, yet God’s grace was rich- 
ly manifested during her affliction. 

Funeral services,“ held at the 
Brethren in Christ Church at Up- 
land, Calif, Sunday, Dec. 3, were 
largely attended by a host of neigh- 
bors and friends. The remains were 
taken east on Monday, Dec. 4, ac 
companied by the bereaved. husband, 
and will be laid to rest in the Abi- 
lene cemetery beside her mother and 
‘father. It was here that Sister Zook 
lived ‘nearly all her «Christian life.

The 68 miles Hnk of rail is the final 
gap of a continuous double track between 
Hicks, a station 12. miles this side of 
Barstow, and the Arizona line of Topoc. 
The construction of the track ‘will be the 
biggest extension project in’ many years 
of the Santa Fe’s history in California.
